Can any one 
believ* what is statori willi regard to that 
country? Does anyone know from reli- 
able fources anything!; uboiit ii? Of course 
no one Ims a ri^^lit to i;lijt'Ct to men iin- 
poveribliiiig llicuiselvcs in ilieir own way, 
but as public jonrnali-ts it is our duty to 
warn llio public iiBiiinsi. thesn peiiodical 
humbugs that arc ^'ot up /or tlw bcnui'ii 
of a fesv heartless speculators. We have 
been regaled with accounts of men having 
already made fabulous ai..ounts of money 
there, when any one who knows any- 
thing about the real facts of the case is 
morally certain that in nine cases out of 
ten sucli slaleroenls are simply untrue. 
That one or two claims are known to 
be rich is quite possible, but that any 
number of claims have been prospected is 
simply absurd, beciiu.se the country is at 
least nine ihousond feet above the level 
of the sea, and people who havo been to 
Cariboo, which is ooly at half that dera- 
tion, know how little con be done during 
a season, and how very nnlikely it is that 
any mining operations can have been car> 
rjed on at White Pine to test the value 
of tbe mines there. Why, it ic supposed 
that 300,000 people went to Washoe, iu 
tbe whole of which only five claims, re- 
presented by abont 1,000 persons, arc 
paying dividends, the balance being only 
Used to perpetrate the most cruel robber- 
ies 00 quiet, inoffeusive people in San 
" -Francisco who were mined by tbe invest- 
ment of their little savings in "feet." 
That some men will make large sums ol 
money is very likely, but it will not be 
from tbe development of real, bona 
fide claicDS. It will be simjily from 
taking advantage of the public ^ulli 
bility, wbicb has in the nie.tntimo been 
properly .ii.il iied by reporiH got uji 
ior the purpose. Supposing that there 
aro a few rich bilvor mines — that it 
bocomes anoiner WaBboe, what then ? 
How many people aro lilcoly to obtain 
employment then? Noi certainly ovor 
10,000, and what then ih iq become 
of the balance, say 150,000, ot ilio.se 
who ru.sb iIkto from ull parts of Cal- 
ifornia ;ind tlio neighboring States ? 
Can anyone doubt the result i* Mia- 
ery of tno most appalling eburncler, 
aggravated by scones of rowdyism 
and bloodshed, the usual conseq;;enceri 
of all " ru^hor«," because u largo masn 
of woitlilosB churucters aro always on 
the qui vive for such pjofitublo A dds 
for the praotioe cf their nefarious art-*. 
A word of advice to those who propo.to 
to leave oor own mines on such u wild 
goose obase. Ttio oxperienoo of the 
last iev7 years has given ample proof 
that oar mineral land has been but 
very partially dovolopod. Tbe minors 
of l869 are a very different class from 
those of 1862. Thi'y don't run about 
bo!i!-ting ot their rich claims as they
